A PROMINENT PROHIBITIONIST DESPAIRS OF 
THE SUCCESS OF THE AMENDMENTS. 
CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 4.— [Special. — The 


Rev. Dr. Walden, of the Methodist Book 


Concern, is as active and well informed a 
Prohibitionpist as the State contains. When 
asked today whether the impression which 
has been obtained in some parts of the State 
that the prohibition amendment would carry 
Was correct he replied that he feared it was 
not. He had been over the State and 
gathered material for a pretty care- 
ful estimate of the probable vote for 
the amendment, and he placed it at 300,000, 
The total vote this fall, it is generally be- 
lieved, will be 700,000. The prohibition 
amendment is therefore likely to lack 50,000 
votes of adoption. Dr. Walden said that in 
some parts of the State the Prohibitionists 
are well organized and are making an effect- 
ive canvass for the amendment. in several 
important sections, however, che organiza- 
tion has proved imperfect and inefficient, 
and the temperance canvass will suffer 
thereby. When asked whether he felt dis- 
coyraged at the+probable defeat of the 
amendment Dr. Walden replied that he did 
not, but on the contrary, was greatly en- 
couraged to find the temperance sentiment 
had so advanced among me people that a 
prohibitorvy amendment to the constitution 
was assured of such strong support. He 
thought the moral effect of so heavy a vote 
for prohibition would have a most excellent 
etfect, and the liquor dealers would in conse- 
quence be more modest in their demands 
and more thoughtful of the feelings of the 
teinperance people for years to come. 

THE INFLUENCE ON THE CAMPAIGN OF THE 
TEMPERANCE ELEMENT. 
Co_umsBus, O., Oct. 4.—[Special.;—The 
political situation is sadiy mixed. There is 
an element of uncertainty that is embarrass- 
ing both sides. This new forceis the pro- 
hibition party. It nas a full State ticket in 
the field and is mak m a stronger canvass 
than usual. Within a week tuo men in 
Cleveland have given $10,000 each to its cam- 
paign fund, and it is believed that at least 
$50,000 will be sxpended in carrying on its 
contest, if such it can actually be cailed. Of 
the two amwendments, to the constitution to 
be submitted to a vote next week 
tne first favors legislative control and taxa- 
tion of liquor-seiling. ‘The second calls for 
absolute prohibition of the liquor traftic. To 
the adoption of this second amendment the 
Prohibition party is devoting all its energies. 
The Republicans favor the first, while the 
Democrats favor neither, but desire that the 
sale of intoxicating beverages be licensed. 
There is, therefore, asquare issue. The can- 
vass of the crusaders is aggressive. At least 
fifty male and female speakers have taken 
the stump. The Executive Committee is 
distributing 5,000,000 documents, and the 
Sunday-school children are being organized 
to work in the cause of prohibition. 
The liquor men are also putting out their 
money. As they spend their own funds, the 
active and interesting features of the flight 
appear, upon the surface, as between the pro- 
hibitionists and the whisky men. Neither the 
Republican nor Democratic Executive Com- 
mittees have any money to speak ot, so their 
Chairmen say, while the two other factors in 
the contest have plenty and are spending it 

freely. 

Both Barger and Oglevee, -respectively 
Chairmen of the Democratic and Republican 
State Committees, claim to have had less 
than $15,000 each for the entire cam paint, vos 


both seem to have organi 

kept going a warm canvass. AI 
parties expect a reater poll than 
was ever cast bere. In this fact lies the hope 
of Republican suceess. Theirs has na 


healthy canvass and free from inside contro- 
versies. The Deinocrats have been and still 
are at war among themselves. As usual in 
the last hours of the campaign, the lines are 
being drawn, deserters caught. and malcon- 
tents cooped into the party 101d. 

Foraker has made a splendid canvass, 
while Hoadly’s has been weak and halting, 
but in such a campaign as this preferences 
for and prejudices against individuals go for 
naught. The Democrats, however, taking 
fresh courage by the renewed activity of the 
liquor interests, are pushing their fight and 
bringing in foreign speakers. Ex-Speaker 
Randall is a fresh recruit. Ile spoke last 
night at Zanesville and tonight at Lancaster, 
the home of the Ewings. He steers clear of 
the tariff question, and plays the part of an 
exnorter.

FILLING VACANCIES ON THE KEPUBLICAN 


STATE TICKET. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 4.—| Special. |—T wo 
changes have been made in the Maryland 
Republican State ticket nominated at the 
convention last week. - When the Republican 
Executive Committee met here today to 
name a candidate for the Attorney-General- 
ship, declined by Mr. R. Stockett Matthews, 
the Chairman of he committee announced 
that he had just received a dispatch from Dr. 
Washington II. Smith, of Dorchester Coun- 
ty, declining the nomination for Controller 
of the State Treasury. This is a great sur- 


prise to the Republicans throughout the 


Siate. The committee, after some con- 
sultation, filled “the vacancies by 
nominating 
of Talbot County, as the nominee for Con- 


troller, and Frank II. Stockett, of Annapolis, 


for Attorney-General. Col. Milliken served 
with glistincuon in the Union army during 
the war, and in 1882 was the candidate of the 
Republican party for Congress in the First 
District, and made a strong contest, though 
defeated. Frank H. Stockett, the nominee 
for Attorney-General, is one of the ablest 


lawyers in the State, and though he has 


always been a stanch Republican he has 
never been avery active politician. Last fall 
he was the Republican candidate for Chief 
Judge of the Fifth Circuit. Prominent Re- 
publicans here say that these changes greatly 
strengthen the ticket, as Mr. Matthews was 
too bitter a partisan.

YELLOW-FEVER. 


The Scourge Still Raging in the Inte- 
rior Towns of Mexico—Precau- 
tionary Measures Taken 
at San Francisco. 


San, FRANcrso0, Cal. Oct. 4.—Letters now 
being received from Guaymas and other 
points in Mexico show that not half the truth 
has been told of the ravages of yellow-fever 
in those unfortunate cities. One received 
today from George Treat, a well-known 
pioneer of California, better known as the 
owner of the famous race-horse Thad 
Stevens, dated Mazatlan, says: “In order 
to give some idea of the violence of the 
scourge in this city, out of an opera 
company ‘numbering thirty-one members 
seventeen died, including prima donna Pe- 
ralta, in less than three weeks, Within two 
weeks more only five of the original troupe 
were left living. The medical men were all 
sick, and two of them died. The victims 
were buried hastily and uncoffined. Three 
hours; was the usual interval between death 
and burial. For the tast weék the deaths 
have not averaged more than twenty a day. 
The disease is, however, sweeping interior 
towns like wildfire. The courtsare all closed, 
the Judges having fled beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of Yellow Jack. The spread of the dis- 


ease is believed to be largely due to the ig- | 


noranee displayed by pliysicians as to the 
character of the fever.“

THE CLASS OF PEOPLE LANDING AT PHILA

A DOUBLE TRAGEDY AT TOMBSTONE. 

Tomssroxe, Ari., Oct. 4.—(Special.}—A 
ghastiy double tragedy occurred about 12:30 
p. m., resulting in the death of John Standi- 
ford and a Mexican woman named Mara. At 
the time mentioned parties who were in a sa- 
loon on Allen street saw the woman ap- 
proach the side window of the saloon, hold- 


‘ing a towel to her throat, the blood spurting 


in jets from a severed blood-vessel. Almost 
at the same instant the woman, who was re- 
cognized as an vecupafit of the Maison Dore 
adjoining, fell to the ground. The occu- 


‘pants of the saloon immediately rushed to 


the scene, the first one being the barkeeper. 
Just before reaching the woman the crowd 
was horrorstricken to see Standiford stagger 
from the rear door of the house from which the 
woman had come with a bloody razorin his 
hand. Before he could be reached he raised 
his razor and gave a quick cut across his 
throat and then handed the razor to the fore- 
mostin the crowd, who by that time had 
reached him and fell face downward to the 
ground, the life-blood flowing in a stream 
from the wound and forming a pool beside 
him. An examination showed that both the 
carotid artery and jugular vein were cut. 
Passing Standiford the crowd proceeded 
to where the body of the woman was lying, 
and found her dead, the fatal razor 
having nearly severed the head from 
the body. The spectacle was sicken- 
ing, and a few women who had been 
tempted to approach the scene fainted 
dead away. The causes leading to the 
double killing were rum and jealousy. Stand- 
iford, who has been driving the Contention 
stage for about six months, not long since 
became enamored of Mara, and paid her such 
assiduous attention as to negiect his 
work, which resulted in his discharge last 
week. With the loss of his situation came 
the loss of the affections of Mara and the 
driving of Standiford to hard drinking.

Proposed Co-operative Glass Works— 
Glass- blowers Leaving tor Belgium. 
Pirtspura, Pa., Oct. 4.—[Special.|—The 
National Association of Window-Glass 
Workers have taken the first stepsin a move- 
ment which will sadly cripple the window- 
glass interests in this city if it is ever carried 
out successfully. ‘They propose as a body to 
enter into the manufacture of window-glass, 
and to employ the use of natural gas in their 
furnaces as a tuel. Ata meeting of the asso- 
ciation, at which President Cline presided, a 
committee of thre@ consisting of James 
Campbeil, a member of the Executive Board 
of the Knignts of Labor, John G. Schlicker. 
and I. I. Conaway, were appointed 
to select a favorable location for the estab- 
lishment of a factory where natural gas and 
other essentials can be had. This committee 
since then visited the gas wells at Welisburg, 
W. Va., Washington, Pa., and at Bradford, 


Pa., returning to the city yesterday morning. 


They have prepared a report exceedingly 
favorable to the scheme. Bradford, Pa., will 
probably be the location of the factory, as the 
committee there found both gas and sand, 
the latter being of an exceedingly fine qual- 
ity. The committee will revort tonight 
at a meeting of the association, when 
it is probable the initial steps for 
the formation of a company will be taken. 
It is proposed to capitalize the concern 
the extent of $1,000,000, which in the cut 
will generally be subscribed by glassworkers.

James Steel, who is now living 
in Chicago, Was one of the officers of the firs 
Mr. Swift was Brigadier-Gene

during the Lager-Beer riots under May@ 
Boone’s administration, in 18 Col. Ell 
Worth was aided by Gen. Swift in his efforts 
to organize a military company, and his sue 
cessful trips through the Eastern eities 
planned at Gen. Swift’s residence. 

On the breaking out of the War Gen 
Swift took command of the first troops 
leave Chicago, and was in command at Cairo 
until relieved by Gen. Prentice. 

Mr. Switt is tne father of the trust-deed 
system which is now in general use. Atte 
the War he went into the tax-buying bus 
n with D. G.*Hamilton. He went to th 
Legislature and lobbied through several 
charters, which he afterwards sold, one be 
ing taken by the Fidelity Savines Bank. His 
health failing he determined to go west e 
Colorado. Lie sold out his tax business and 
in November after the Chicago fire he wen 
to Colorado, where he resided until t 
years ago, when his family moved to -outh 
western Migsouri. For the last six years he 
has been partially paralyzed, and has beep 
almost entirely helpless, his wife ministes 
2 1 his wants with untiring care. 

Mr. Swift in his prosperous days was get 
erous to a fault, his charities were frequen 
and unostentatious, and many whom he be 
friended never knew where their assistance 
came from; and after his failure in business 
he would frequently divide or give his! 
doliar to help some case of distress, or some 
undetriended boy or girl. Mr. Swift was 
Something of an inventor, and had er 

sxrimented with electricity before Prof 

jorse’s discovery, and found that sound 
ould be transmitted by electricity. He had 
a battery and apparatus in his house, and 
experimented evenings. About the time of 
his failure he was working on a number of 
public improvements for his adopted city, 
Among which was a system of public baths

THE METHODISTS. 

MEETING OF THE ROCK RIVER CONFERENCE. 

At the second day's session of the Rock River 
Methodist Couterence the eiders of the various 
districts reported the amount of the missionary 
work done during the last year; also the gen- 
eral collections mace in the various charges. 
Very few transfers of pastors were made, there 
being general request that they continue work 
in their present neids of labor. Forty-two 
superanouated or worn-out ministers were re- 
lieved from duty, and provision recommended 


for their proper maintenance. 
THE CENTENNIAL. 

The Committee on Centennial Organization 
made the following report, which was adopted: 

Your committee to whom was referred the 
matter of the proper observance ot the centen- 
nial of the orgunkzation of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Churen would report the following for 
general consideration: 

Educationai—That we endeavorto increase as 
muct as possible the collecdons for the Church 
Board ot Education during the centennial 
year, and that said collections be taken on chi- 
dren's day, and in the usual manner; that a 
special educational fund be raised for the 
Northwestern University, the Garrett Biblical 
lnstitute, and for the Jennings Seminary; that 
the donors be allowed to designate to which in- 
stitution their money sball go, and that ali edu- 
cauonal funds undesignaied be divided equaly 
between these three institutions; that the lime 
for taking the special educational collections be 
from Oct. 1 to Dee, 31, 1884; that the metbod of 
raising funds tor our conference educational 
institutions be referred to the Presiding Elders 
andto one pastor and two laymen from each 


gether with two others appointed by eacb of the 
three institutions named, who shall submit a 
me to the next session of our confereace in 


Superannuated Preachers—That we make a 
epecial effort to increase the fifth collection; 
that this cause be presented to our people be- 
fore the Ist y of May next: that platform. 
meetings be heid in each charge on a week day, 
and that tne subscription be taken on the fol- 
jowing Sabbath: that we endeavor to raise a 
permanent conference tund, the interest of 
which shall be used for the benefit of our worn- 
out preucbers, 

The Freedman’s Ald—That an effort be made 
toincresse the collections for the Freedman's 
Aid Society, and todo this the committee recom- 
mend that the pastors present its ciaims on the 
Sabbath nenrest the of July next, and 
the gifts of the people be taken by subscription 
and not by the usual coliection. e committee 
recommend that the conference appoint a com- 
mitiee of three to prepare and circulate printed 
information amoug the churches during the 
centennial year. 

A VETERAN PREACHER. 

Several of the most prominent visiting dele- 
gates were introduced to the conference, among 
them Dr. Stephen R. Beggs, of Joliet District. 
He said he was the oniy one present, and per- 
baps the oniy one now living, who bad attended 
the first annual confereace in Lilinois. He was 


1822 the Missouri Conference District was com- 
posed of the territory embraced in Missouri, 
Indiana, IIlinois, Arkansas, and Mississippi.

YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN THE GEN- 


ERAL CONVENTION AT PHILADELPHIA, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa, Oct. 4.—\Special.|—The 
second day's session of the general triennial 
convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
was opened at 10 o'clock thia morning at tne 
Church of the Holy Trinity, the most beautiful 
and commodious Episcopal house of worsbip in 
the city. The attendance of delegates was much 
larger than upon the preceding day. From 
present indications the convention will be one 
of the largest that has ever assembled. The ex- 
bortation and confession was read by the Rev. 
M. Worthington, of Detroit. Mich, and 
the opening prayer by the venerable 
Bishop Lee, of Delaware, now the oldest 
Bishop but one. Lord Bishop Thoroid. 
of Rochester, England, also assisted in the con- 
fession. There was considerable friendly 
though spirited discussion among the dele- 
gates over thb question of permanent seats in 
the convention, occasioned by the action of Dr. 
Beardsley, the Chairman, in reconsidering yes- 
terday’s vote which made the present sittings 
permanent, Geo. Devereaux, of Kentucky, 
offered a motion, which was carried, calling 
upon the chair to appoint a committee of one 
clergyman and two laymen to select the seats 
for the different dioceses in delegations by lot. 
The committee was made to consist of Messrs. 
Spaulding of Colorado, Coffin of Philadeiphia, 
and Stark of Connecticut.

AN IMPORTANT REPORT. 

The report of the Joint Committee on Lec- 
tionary, the order of the day fer Wednesday 
next, stutes the committes bave during che last 
three years very carefully reconsidered the iec- 
tionury reported by chem and approved by the 
convention in 188. In doing so they have been 
aided by the experience of its actuai use, and

The lectionary 
thus revised is recommended to the conveution 
for tinal adoption by the annexed act. in tue 
firm conviction that che use of it will tend to tae 
edification of the church. The act referred to is 
as follows: 

By the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Churen in the United States of Amer- 
ica: The lecuonary contained in the Boox of 
Common Prayer is hereby amended by substi- 


tuting the tables appended for the table of les- 


sons of Holy Scripture, and by inserting after 
the third paragraph of the order bow the rest 
of this Holy Scripture is appointed to read’ the 
three rules foilowing: 

If any church upon Sunday. or a holy day, 
both morning and evening prayer be not said. 
the minister may read the essons appointed for 
either morning or for evening prayer. 

At eventur prayer Sunday the minister may 
read the lesson from the Gospel appointed for 
that day of the month in place of the second 
lessou for the Sunday. 

“Upon any day for which no proper lessons 
are provided, the lessons appointed in the cal- 
endar for any day in the sume week may be 
read in place of the lessous for the day.”

Late Legal Decisions. 
The following is an abstract of some of the 
more important legal decisions recently 
reudered in the higher courts: 


SAVINGS BANK—STOCKHQLDER’S DEBT—LIEN 
8 ON BANKS, . 

a stockhoider in a sav bank, 
died heavily indebted to the eorpeteusn. The 
bank went into liquidauon and declared a 
dividend, but refused to pay the estate of 8. 
—— that it could appiy the amount ot the 
dividend to bis indebtedness to it. An action 
was brougut to recover the dividend, and the 
piaintif? had a verdict. From the judgment 
eatered upou this verdict the bank obtained a 
writ of error to the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, Merchants’ Bank of Easton 
vs. Shouse, administratrix, but that court 
affirmed the determination below. Judge Gor- 
don, in the opinion, said: The defendant's 
charter did not give the bank a lien upon 8's 
stock for any debt he migbtoweit. Neither can 
we entertain the idea that the defendant had a 
common law lien upon S's -tock. Corporations 
are not the creatures of the common law. Such 
a thing as a common law corporation is wholly 
unknown to the laws of Pennsyivania, hence 
these artificial bodies can have ao common law 
rigbts, except as such rights may become inci- 
dental to the proper execution of the legisiative 
grants by which such bodies are created. But 
when for a coporation a distinct power or right 
is claimed, as in the present case, such claim 
must have for its foundation some statutory 
grant or it bas no validity. Besides, it has been 
decided in this State that there is no such thing 
las a common lav lien on stocks in favor of a 
cot porauou for a debt due it by a sharehoider.”’ 


| BANKRUPTCY—FRAUD OF ONE PARTNER— 


DISCHARGE. 

One of a firm of attorneys received money 
from a client to invest, but converted it to his 
own use. The tirm went into bankruptcy and 
obtained a discharge, The client whose money 

ad been taken by fraud sued one of th@otner 
partners for the amount. claiming that as this 
liability rested in fraud it was not, under the 
Bankruptcy act, barred by the discharge. The 
defendant contended that, as to him, he not 
having participated in the fraud, the liability 
was a simple debt only, which the discharge 
released bim from. lu tui case, Cooper vs. 
Pritchard, the pialotiff recovered a judgment, 
und the defendant carried it to the Court of 
Appeal in Enyiand, where it was allirmed. Tue 
Master of the Rolls, Brett, in his judgment, 
said: As this money was iotrusted to tne tirm 
through oue of its members who could receive 
it tor the partnersbip, the defendant was liabie 
before the bankruptey, and the question 
now is whether he is still so. This turns 
upon the construction of the Bank- 
ruptey act, by which an order of discharge. 
shall not release the bankrupt for any debt or 
liability incurred by means of any fraud or 
breach of trust. Unless we can coastrue these 
words to mean that the fraud must have been 
committed by him, the defendant, as a bank- 
rupt, the contention that this is asimple debt 
cannot be allowed. There is notbing to justify 
us ju altering the words of the secuon or put- 
ting in any words which are not already there. 
Lord-Justice Lindley added that the debt was a 
debt of the urm incurred by fraud, and he iilus- 
crated this in che following way: Suppose io a 
firm of distillers or tobacconists one of the 
partoers, without the coneurrenpce or knowleage 
of the other, in the course of the business of the 
firm commits offénses against the revenue 
whereby penaities are incurred, debits so 
arising would clearly be excepted. innocent 
partner could not say that Be had taken no part 
in the offenses against thé reveuue, and, there- 
fore, was entitled to bis discharge. The language 
of the section is general, and weo ut not to re- 
strict it. Lord-Juatice Fry also said: I see no 
reasou for limiting the plain words of the sec- 
tion. This was a debt or liability cleariy in- 
curred by means ot a fraud. Whether it was in- 
curred by means of a breach of trust it is not 
necessary to decide,” 
CUSTOMS—DRAWBACKS—FAILURE OF SECRE- 

TARY OF THE TREASURY TO CARRY OUT 

REGULATIONS, 

An act of Co allows drawbacks to be 
made on articles manufactured from imported 
materials and exported to the amount of duty 
paid upon the materials, but as the Secretary of 
the Treasury did not euforce the regulauons 
made to carry the act into effect the Court of 
Claims decided it had no jurisdiction of a suit 
to recover the amount ot such duties, Camp- 
bell vs. United States, brought by them to re- 
cover the duties they had paid on linseea which 
they manufactured into linseed- oil and oil-cake 
and bad exported. An appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
were the judgment was reversed. Justice Mil- 
ler. in the opinion, said: “It would bea curi us 
thing to hoid that Congress, after clearly defin- 
ing the right of the importer to receive draw- 
backs upon subsequent exportation of the im- 
ported article on which he bad paid duty, had 
em powered the Secretary by regulations wu en 
migot be proper to secure the Government 
against fraud to defeat totally the right which 
Congress had granted. If the reguiations of 
themselves worked sued a result no court would 
hesitate to hold them invalid as being altugether 
unreasonable. But the regulations in this case 
are notunreasonabie. It is the order of the 
Secretary of the Treasury forbiddimg the Col- 
lector to proc under ‘these reguiations in 
any other mode, which is the real obstacle. Is 
that order a defiance to this action? Can the 
Secretary by this order do what he could not 
do by reguiations—repeai or anoul tne law? 
Cun he thus defeat the law he was appoioted to 
execute by making regulations, ane then by or- 
dering his officers not to act under them, and 
not to act at ali, place bimseif above the law 
and defy it? It is an error to suppose that the 
officers of the customs, including the Secretary, 
are, in regard to this law, created a spevial tri- 
bunal to ascertain and decide conclusively upon 
Their function is en- 
tirely winisterial. The rights which the law 
ives cannot be defeated by the refusal of the 
‘ollector to act. nor by bis decision that no 
drawback was due. Neither the act of Congress 
nor any rule of construction kuown to us make 
the claimants right, when the tacts on which 
it depends are ciearly established. to turn upon 
the view which the Collector or the Secretary, or 
both combined, may entertain of the law upon 
that subject, and mucb less upon their arbitrary 
refusal to perform the duties which the law im- 
poses upon them.“

In the first place, there are 191 regular 
Democrats én the new House. From sixty- 
eight of these no answer has been received, 
and forty-one of those who answered the 
letter of inquiry imposed “ strict confidence.“ 
so that their names are not given. Hence it 
appears, at the very outset, that 109 of the 
Democratic Congressmen—a majority of the 
whole number—have refused to commit 
themselves publicly either as to the course 
they will take on the tariff question or as to 
their preference for Speaker. Certainly a 
forecast of the Democratic action which 
omits a majority of the Democratic Con- 
gressmen from consideration is utterly worth- 
less. 

In the next place, the number of those who 
are “outspoken” in favor of further revis- 
ion—even among those whose opinion is 
cited—is not much more numerous than 
those who are “outspoken “ against it. The

CHICAGO GOLD CERTIFICATES. 

If it be true that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has decided definitively not to authorize 
the redemption of any portion of the gold 
certificates at the Chicago Sub-Treasury, be- 
cause other cities would put in a claim for 
the same privilege, the position he has taken 
is untenable, and the reason he gives does 
not warrant the conclusion he has reached. 
The Secretary of the Treasury ought to be 
able to examine the conditions and necessi- 
ties of every city independently and im- 
partially. If he is satisfied that the interests 
of Chicago and the exigencies of the banking 
system at this point demand the redemption 
of a fair proportion of the gold certificates 
here, he should not be deterred from order- 
ing these facilities for Chieago because he 


apprehends a clamor from other cities which 
equal claim to the

cannot establish an 
privilege. As a matter of 
series of gold certificates issued for Chicago 
would be calculated to abate the demand 
from other cities in the West and South be- 
cause their communication with Chicago is 
Closer, quicker, more direct, and less ex- 
pensive than it is with New York, where 
they must all go under the present arrange- 
ment. Judge Folger’s mistake is in failing 
to recognize that Chicago is the banking- 
centre and metropolis of the West, and in 
that character it should be relieved from the 
necessity of sending to New York for the fa- 
cilities necessary to its duties and responsi- 
bilities as such centre. The policy of the 
National Treasury should be to promote in 
every proper way the expansion of the bank- 


ing facilitiés in Chicago as a means for en- 


couraging the growth ana progress of the 
business of the West, the Northwest, and the 
Southwest. There is too much sectionil- 
isu: in the attitude of the Secretary. 
‘The country is not a gainer but a loser by a 
policy which discriminates in favor of New 
York City. There is no suflicient reason 
why Chicago and the vast territory tributary 
to it shall be compelled to sustain ‘the cost 
and encounter the delay incident to sending 
all gold certificates to New York for the coin 
which they represent. If a Western man 
were in control of the Treasury /he would 
recognize the injustice of the present rule. 
lie would not discriminate against New 
York and its exchanges because he came 
from the West, and by a parity of reasoning 
Judge Folger should not diseriminate 
against the West because his home is in New 
York, as ne certainly seems to be doing. 
Chieago’s claim should be considered on its 
merits without any reference whatever to un- 
reasonable or insufticient claims which may 
be set up at other points, and without any 


desire to foster the selnsh local interests of 


New York. 


THE GERMAN BICENTENARY. 

Monday next the Germans of the vari- 
ous large cities of this country will com- 
memorate with appropriate ceremonies the 
settlement of Germantown, Pa., which was 
the first wave of the great flood of German 
immigration that has since rolled its ever- 
increasing volume from the Rhine w these 
shores. The first band of German pilgrims 
landed at Philadelphia Oct. 6, 1683, and im- 
mediately went to Germantown. It has been 
estimated that in 1750 there were 125,000 Ger- 
mans in the country. That year 24,000 more 
came, and from that year to this the ocean 
has been white with vessels bearing them 
hither, to escape religious oppression at first, 
and afterward military oppression, and the 
burdens of taxation and iil-paid labor. From 
1820 to 1879 they brought 8,002,027, or almost 
one-third of the entire immigration from Eu- 
rope, Which spread over the Middle Status 


— — 


during the first half of this period, and then, 


as the Great West was opened up, followed 
the course of the Star of Empire.” In 1880 
there were 1,966,742 persons in this country 
born in Germany, and it is probable that one- 
sixth or one-seventh of the whole population 
is now German. 

The first band of German pilgrims was 


headed by Francis Daniel Pastorius. They 


were Quakers, and fled from Germany, like 
the Plymouth Pilgrims, to eseape religious 
persecution. Under a commission from 
William Penn they settled at Germantown. 
The Plymouth Pilgrims, however, were not 
men of learning and culture, whereas Pas- 
torius’ followers were noted for scholarly 
attainment, while they possessed the same 
force of character which had distinguished 
their Massachusetts predecessors, without 
their tendency to bigotr and harshness. 
They had the genuine Quaker humanity, and 
it found its first expression in a vigorous 
protest against slavery, which entities the 
Germans to the claim of being tne original 
Abovlitionists. The true German character- 
istics were soon apparent in the little colony, 
and were manifested not alonein thrift and 
industry, but in the rapid growth of educa- 
tional and religious facilities. School-houses 
and churches sprang up on every hand, 
and. manufactories testified to their 
skill. Germantown, indeed, boasts the 
first paper-mill erected in this country, 


and claims to have printed the first | 


Bible. The solid qualities of the German 
characterized the growth of the new colony, 
which was the nucleus of the subsequent 
colonization that spread over Pennsylvania, 
which to day, as it was a century ago, is 
thrifty, hard-working, sober, peaceable, and

sturdj, robust in composition and stroug in 
development. | 
Since those early days, as We have said, 
Germans have poured in here by thousands 
and hundreds of thousands, until they have 
become a power in the country. Of all her 
adopted children they are the strongest and 
most successful, and have most deeply im- 
pressed themselves upon the National char- 
acter. Though strong in Pennsylvania, New 
York, and Maryland. they have taken the 
strongest hold in the West, and to the South- 
west have spread through Texas into Mexico. 
Neither New England nor the South contains 
any considerable namber of them. In the 
agricultural development of the West they 
have played a very important part. The 
great tide of German emigration at presen t 
seeks the new farming region. Unless in- 
tending to embark in mercantile pur 
suits, Germans do not hang about cities like 
some other nationalities, but whether in city 
life or on the frontiers they are the same for- 
cible, vigorous, pushing people, making 
themselves felt by their strong qualities. 
While they retain many of the peculiarities 
of the fatherland, they are not so foreign to 
the National taste that Americans experience, 
any aversion to them; on the other hand. 
some of them have been adopted with some- 
thing like the German gusto. If more of 
them were observed, like the German’s love 
of entertainment and his fondness for 
the open air and outdoor life, it would 
be better for us. If our people consumed 
less fiery and poisonous strong liquors and 
drank the German’s wines and beer we 
should be a healthier and less excitable 
people. / 
While thus preserving a strong attachment 


. for many of their home associations, no race 


of people among us is more law-abiding or 
more deeply devoted to the Republic and its 
form of government, and no German who has 
revisited the fatherland has returned here 
without a still stronger attachment to his 
adopted land, and, it may be confessed, with 
the conviction that his suecess in this coun- 
try has aroused a feeling of envy at home. 
No finer strain has pervaded oar composit 
nationality than thatof the German. He has 
brought with him the very elements that are 
essential to sure growth and ‘that will tend 
to strengthen our institutions—a clear, strong 
love of liberty, honesty and courage of con- 
viction, coolness of disposition, quietness and 
sobriety of habit, robustuess of physique, 
capacity for physical work on the ove hand 
and deep intellectual attainment on the 
other. Such a people may celebrate with 
pride the recollections of the Germantown 
colony, and Americans will not hesitate to 
join them cordially in their festivities.

THE PROTESTANT — CONVEN- 
‘TION. 


The meeting of the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Chureh, which is 
now in session in Philadelphia, will bea 
notable one in the records of the church—first, 
because it celebrates the centennial of the 
denomination in this country, and will cele- 
brate it in the same church where the first 
General Convention was held; and, second, 
because the subject of liturgical enrichment 
will be settled by it. This subject will be 
presented in the report of a special commit- 
tee appointed at the last convention. held in 
New York in 1880, and composed of seven 
Bishops, seven presbyters, and seven lay- 
men. It is stated that among the proposed 
changes are a new order of evening prayer. a 
new service of the Beatitudes, some new 
prayers for special occasions, and making 
some parts of the service optional which are 
now enjoined as necessary. 

It is altogetner likely that there will be a 
strong opposition to the proposed changes, 


though they do not affect any of the doc- 


trines. Among many members of the 
church there will be the same feeling of re- 
spect and veneration for the liturgy that was 
expressed for the New Testament when the 
revised version appeared. It cannot be 
urged in defense of the changes that they are 
necessary to adapt it to the demands of 
modern times, as compared with the old. A 
liturgy which already suits the wants of the 
highest and lowest churchmen, which not 
only answers the purpose of ritualists on the 
verge of Romanism, but Is sufficiently flexi- 
bie for use, in part at least, among other 

sects, they will contend is flexible enough 

for all purposes, Others will probably op- 
pose any change on sentimental grounds. 
The present ritual has been in use 
since the early days of the church, and 
any change in it will seem to them an assault 
upon the associations which cluster about it. 
They will cling to the. old liturgy as they 
clung to the old Scriptures, and will regard 
any change in it as little less than sacrile- 
gious. They will claim that it is satisfactory 
for every form of the church and for every 
need of the worshiper. They will argue that 
no change can be an enrichment, since its 
text is already so beautiful and impressive 
that no addition or modification can im- 
prove it. 

The debates upon the subject therefore will 
be watched with great interest, though final 
action cannot be had at this convention, since 
even if the majority should favor the changes 
the most that can be done is to notify the 
various dioceses and relegate the matter to 
the next General Convention which meets 
three years hence. The whole public will take 
an interest in the discussions from the emi- 
nent character of the members who will take 
part, if fer no other reason.

THE recent decision in the case brought by 
Hatch to contest.the validity of the latest in- 
crease of the Western Union’s capital stock 
and the issue thereof for the purchase of a 
rival corporation is exciting a good deal of 
apprehension among the holders of corpo- 
ratiun securities, It is construed as a judicial 
authorization to every stock company in 
existence to buy up “cats and dogs,” and 
trade off new stock for any sort of property, 
real or fictitious, which its managers and 
manipulators may have an interest in ac- 
quirmg. It is believed the effect will be to 
throw all owners of corporate securities 
upon the mercy of the men who happen to 
secure a control of the corporation which has 
issued them, and to make every holder of 
such securities uncertain what his stock or 
bonds of today may be worth tomorrow, or 
how much relative value they may have as 
compared with the aggregaie stock which 
may be increased at will. How seriously the 
situation is regarded may be inferred from 
the following extract from a New York dis- 
patch:

ALFONSO. 
THE TROUBLE IN THE FRENCH CABINET. 
Paris, Oct, 4.—It is now positively known 

that lilness was not the cause of the absence 
of Gen. Thibaudin, Minister of War, from 
the reception given King Alfonso at the Pal- 
ace Elysée Sunday. He voluntarily ana os- 
tentatiously held aloof from the banquet, so 
that the giaring gap occasioned by his ab- 
sence had to be filled’ by an ad interim Minis- 
ter of War. Prime Minister Ferry then 
thought himself bound to inform President 
Grévy of the deplorabie effect of Thibaudin’s 
conduct in political circles and upon Euro- 
pean opinion. Ferry, who is backed by all 
the Ministers, declared that Gen. Millot 
will never, with his consent, de- 
come Chief of the General Staff, 
as the whole army acknowledges that he 
is unfit forthe post. Grévy shares in this 
opinion, and if Thibaudin resigns the War 
portfolio on this question the President will 
not back him. Grévy thinks, however, thas 


Thibaudin, by enforcing the measures against 


the Orleans Princes, rendered a service to 
the Republic Which no other General would 
probably have agreed to perform, and which 
imposes upon the Cabinet an obligation not 
to dismiss him now that no similar service 
is required of him. There is thus a differ- 
ence of opinion between Ferry and Grévy. 
To this is reduced the present diſliculty; but 
if Grévy defends Thibaudin he certainly 
will refuse to mix in any intrigue alining at 
the overthrow of Ferry. It is certain Thi- 
audin has resolved not to resign. The ques- 
tion will not be settied until the Chamber of 
Deputies meets. a. 

Gen. Thibaudin was present at the meet- 
ine of the Cabinet today. It is rumored he 
has resigned. 

INQUIRY ORDERED.

THE APOLOGY. 

It is reported from Madrid that the Spanish 
Government is dissatisfied that the Paris 
Journal Officiel merely published the fact 
that President Grévy apologized to King Al- 
fouso for the insulting reception he 
met with in the streets of Paris, and not 
the full text of the apology, and has now 
resolved to ask for the publication of 
the full text. it is also reported that Sa- 
ap has postponed making any changes in 

Spanish Ministry until all matters pend- 
ing between Spain and foreign nations have 
been settled. 

The foreian Powers have forwarded to 
King Aifonso their congratulations upon the 
enthusiastic reception accorded him on his 
return to Madrid. 

The Temps is of the opinion that Spain 
will hesitate before entering upon diplomatic 
action in regard to the demonstrations 
against Alfonso just as a caim is beginning 
to prevail. Public opinion, it says, is re- 
ducing to their true proportion the maneuvres 
of a few fanatics. 


AT MADRID. 


Maprip, Oct. 4.— The King and Queen. 


held a reception today, the occasion being 
the name-day of Alfonso’s father. Eighteen 
hundred persons attended, including Sena- 
tors, Deputies, and several Frenchmen. 

At the Cabinet Council, Alfonso presiding 
the question of diplomatic action in regar 
to the demonstrations at Paris was discussed, 
but the greatest reserve was manifested as 
to the decision reached.

ANOTHER PERIL IN CHINA. 
Koxe, Spt. 7.—The danger of Eu- 
rapean residents in Civina,in the event of a 
Fianco-Cainese war, is undoubtedly great. 


There is no reason to believe that the feeling 
of intense hostility to the foreign intruder, 
which every now and then manifests itself in 
a violent outbreak against some missionary 
or trader in the interior, has ceased to pre- 
vall in influential quarters. The following 
translation of a Chinese handbill, copies of 
which, if the Abbé Carreau may be trusted, 
have recently been distributed broadcast 
among the inhabitants of the north ot Yun- 
nan, affords a striking iliastration of the an- 
imosity with which the “foreign devils” 
are regarded by the Chinese: 

The Europeans do not belong to the buman 
race; they are the des ants of apes and 
geese; their appearance resewbies chat of apes; 
their heart that of the devil; for this reason 
they are calicd “ koui-tsé (European devils). 
This race of savages worships neither heaven 
nor earth, does not honor its parents, has no 
reverence for its ancestors. Besides this, among 
them the sanctity of family ties is unknown. A 
veritable berd of dogs and pigs, their taik is 
Only ot equality; they bavé no idea of social 
hierarchy, and know no distinction between 
father and son, King subject. - These 
famous English particularily, What are they? A 
small tribe contined ia a corner of the sea, on 
an island not larger than a hand. Their Sov- 
ereign may be male or femaie; half of their 
subjecs are men, daf animals. You 
say, “But if this race d 680 savage, how 
is it that they can manutacture steamers, raii- 
ways, watches—uone of which we, the sons of 


the Celestial Empire, are abie to make? . You 


are simpletons!: Do you not Know that these 
Europeans, who come into our country under 
the pretext of preaching religion, in reality only 
come to spatch away the eye and the brains or 
the dying, to extract blood from children? and 
with these eyes, these brains, aud tbis blood 
they make me@icinal pille, which they sell ia 
their Couutry, and so acquirt ability to do ail 


these things. Only those whe have eaten of our 


Chinese substance have weir eyes opened 
sufficiently to make the discoveries of which 
they are 80 Vain. But :emeaiber what our holy 
books say: 1 enemy shall without fail 
be conguerea.”’ eir greatest contidence is in 
their steamboats. With these boats they have 
many a time offended We Spirit of the 
Sea. Let me nave my way and | swear I will 
exterminate them all to the lest, and pone sball 
retura home. If the Emperor would only send 
a few regiments agalust them! If a few are 
insufficient, let ali the armies of the Empire be 
sent. Fortune may be incongant, our patience 
will tire itout, and we salli be Victorious. You 
say yet, But if they are so dangerous why do 
our mandarins allow them to sojourn in our 
country?” Listen! Our mandarins do but toi- 
erate an evil which they cangot mend, but at 
the bottom of their hearts they suffer it but 
grumbiingly. Quite recenti, roing to court, 1 
bad the opportunity to talk toa great dignitary, 
who frapkiy avowed that they were only waiting 
for an opportunity to exterminate this pest. 
Aud. in facet, it could be easily done. Of 
real European barbarians ecatiered turougbout 
the Empire there are but very few; the Immeuse 
wajority only cousiste in false barbarians, disci- 
pies of their religion. Now. ii the Empire is 
divided into districts, the distriets into counties, 
naving each its Chief of the National Guard. 
Well, let each district, each @unty, under the 
command of its Chief, begin topursue ail these 
savages. It they try to resist, let the alarum 
signal be sounded that ali the districis, ali the 
counties, nay rise like a siugie man, let Mau- 
darios and subjects unite in vat common effort, 
that at last these barbarlaus may know that 
they cannot without puuisbbent brave the 
wrath of the whole Empire. 

The fiery exhortations of the above mani- 
festo differ only in form from the passionaie 
denunciations of the foreigter which have 
heralded in the past every attack upon Euro- 


peans. They are serious, not so much for 


what they say as because the testimony 
that they afford either of an hereas hos- 
tility to foreiguers or of a growing convic- 
tion that the intruders may beattacked with 
impunity. 


THE LABOR QUESTION. 
SAMUEL MORLEY ON UNIONISM AND INDUS 
TRIAL EDUCATION. 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—Availing themselves of 
the visit of the Trades Congtess, the Not- 
tingham ‘Trades Council of Learning, a soci- 
ety formed for the promotioa of technical 
education, and consisting of members of the 


governing body of the local university col- 


lege and a number of representative work- 
ingmen, organized a public meeting, which 
was held in the Albert Hall, Nottingham, 
last night. Mr. Samuel Morley, M. P., pre- 
sided, and among those on theplatform were 
Col. Seely, M. P., Mr. Woodall, M. P., Mr. 
Summers, M. P., Mr. Broadhurst, M. P., Mr. 
Frederic Harrison, the May of Notting- 
ham, the President of the Cohgress, and a 
number of delegates, 

Mr. Morley, in opening the proceedings, 
expressed the great sympathy he had with the 
object which had brought the répresentatives 
of labor throughout the kingdan to Notting- 


nam that week, and added thathe thankfuily 


recognized the improved tone which at pres- 
ent existed with regard to the relations be- 
tween employers and employed Adverting 
to the dispute which was ragiag at Ashton, 
he expressed the belie? that ther ought to be 
some mode of bringing that dispute to a 
speedy termination. It was difficult to say 
which was the most grievous, @e suflerings 
that resulted from strikes or @e bitterness 
of feeling which followed them, Both were 


b bad enough. lie thought there ought to be 
a 


sufficient body of men of intelligence 
and sympathy to be found in England 
to any one, two, or three of whom the set- 
tlement of sueh a dispute as the one he had 
mentioned might be safely contided. He was 
thankful to say that the workingmen of Asli- 
ton had distinctly offered their émployers to 
arbitrate the question, and that fact entitled 
them to the sympathy of all England. [Ap- 
plause.] He heid that strikes ad lockouts 


. were savage and uncivilized methods of set- 
tling disputes between employers and em- 


ployed, and in this connection 2 regretted 
very much the non-existence of @e Board of 
Arbitration, which during a long course had 
been the means of preventing sfikes in the 
hosiery trade ot the city. He urged upon them 
the necessity of immediately re@pnstitut 

that board, and expressed his belief that such 
bodies should be generally organized 
throughout, the country. On the speeial 
subject which they had met that night to 
discuss—namely, technical edtpation, he

THE STANDING ARMIES, 
HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF IN THE FRENCH 
WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Pants, Sept. 13.— The French army, in the 
opinion of the most competent men, hag not 
progressed during the last year. ‘The fatal 
effects of Gen. Farre’s Administration were 
such that the Ministers who have succeeded 
him have not yet succeeded in entirely rem- 
edying the evil he did, and that the army for 
three years past appears rather to have tetro- 
graded than to have progressed in discipline 
and general organization. In any case it is 
far from being in that threatening state 
of organization spoken of by the interésted 


adversaries of France; and it will be some, 


years before it will even meet the necessities 
of the situation. All thata nation cag ac- 
quire with money in the military art France 
possesses. Nay, of such things she maj be 
said to have too great a supply. Her fort- 
resses are admirably eqaipved. Along 


the frontier there is not a fortress 


which, notwithstanding a 
of eventual capture, could not arrest of ham- 
per for weeks the progress of the enemy; and 
the special artillery in course of being in- 
stalled in these fortresses will be able to cope 
with the most formidable that exists. 

Isaid that France is in this respect even 
too well provided. In fact, a considerable 
quantity of her matériel, and especially am- 
munition, stored up for upwards of twelve 
years, is said to be no longer serviceable. and 
might affect the safety of those who used it. 
After five or six vears, cartridges, shells, and 
even field-pieces are deteriorated by simple 
chemical action. In spite of this, as regards 
equipment, ammunition, artillery, draft 
horses, and fortifications, France is certainly 
on a level with any other Continental nation. 
Even as regards strategical raliways she is 
admirably provided, and ber civil engineers 
have not only accepted the avdyice 
of military men, bat in most cases 
have divined their views and conformed to 
them without instructions. And yet, harsh 
as it seems to be to say so, the Germaus 
themselves, though they affect at times a 
contrary Opinion, know now, as thirteen 
years ago, as regards the real reconstrue- 
tlon of the army, the difference between the 
French and the German army is just the 
saine. Germany has never tarried, and after 
her victories, like France after her defeats, 
she at once resumed her work of military 
improvement. Atno time have minuter top- 
ographical plans ot the new French frontier, 
of its fortifications and their interdepend- 
ence, been made, and a French General saia 
to me some time ago: “Our staff would be 
wey proud it it had sueh wonderfully cor- 
rect plans as those of our fortified frontiers 
which are in the hands of the Minister of 
War at Berlin.“ 

MERSEBURG, Sept. 14.—Favored by lovely 
autumn weather, the German Emperor today 
inaugurated the grand army maneuvres of 
the year by reviewing the Fourth or Prov- 
ince of Saxony (Prussian) Army Corps on 
the famous battlefield of Rossbach. Each 
army corps on a war footing is supposed to 
consist of about 30,000 combatants. But on 
the peace establishment it is redueed by 
nearly a halt, and today, therefore, there ina 
not have paraded more than 15,000 or 16, 
wen, compris twenty-eight battalions, 
twenty-five squadrons, and seventy-six guns, 
The Guards Corps S Berlin is pop- 
ularly supposed to be the élite of me mp | A 
but the military authorities themselves dis- 
countenance the invidious distinction, assert- 
ing that all the component parts of the impe- 
rial army are, or at least ought to be, equal 
in physique and efficiency. And certainly 
facts seem to favor the theory of the military 
authorities. No impartiai observer can per- 
cviveany difference between one army corps 
and another. The Gardes du Corps, for ex- 
ample, or the Cuirassiers of the Guard, are 
not a whit superior, either in men or mounts, 
bo the Seventh Cuirassiers—to which, by-the- 
by, Prince Bismarck is attached—who were 
proudly, led past the saluting point today by 

ince Ernest of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, brother 
of the late Prince Consort. Several other 
Thuringian Princes also, whose possessions 
fall within the district of the Fourth Corps, 
led past their regiments, and it is on such oc- 
casions as these that the Einperor must feel 


how strong a rivet in the edifice of national 


unity is furnished by the voluntary allegi- 
ance of the sovereigns of the confederation 
to his honored person, 

Several of the regiments had marched as 
much as nineteen miles from their canton- 
ments, in very warm weather; but they all 
went past the Emperor and his brilliant suite 
with a singularly fresh and elastic step, and 
trudged off again to their village and farm- 
stead quarters with the consciousness of 
having donea light day’s work. Notwith- 
standing the lard-smeared linen wrappings 
which they, use instead of socks, and the 
somewhat inelegant dimensions of their 
boots, the German 1 seem to main- 
tain their old excellénce in marching. The 
only thing that marred the perfect success of 
the parade was a dense cloud of yellow dust, 
in which the troops became eventually en- 
veloped, and which made them look like 
bodies of defenders evacuating a burning 
village in admirable order. 

The Emperor was about three hours in the 
saidle, or trom 10 to Il, under a very hot sun, 
andin an atmosphere of driving dust: but 
when the parade was over he had still the 
patience to ride down the line of the veter- 
ans who had streamed in by thousands from 
far and near to salute their military chief. 

RUSSIA. 

St. PrTrersnsure, Sept. 13.—The grand 
maneuvres of the Russian army in Poland 
will begin ina few days in the district of 
Siedlec. There will be two army corps— 
that of the East, consisting of thirty-seven 
battalions, twenty-five squadrons, and fifty- 
six guns, aud that of the West, comprising 
thirty-three battalions, twenty-six squad- 
rons, and sixty-six guns. Gen. Romashetsly, 
of the Fourth Infantry Division, will com- 
mand the Eastern, and Gen. Verevkin, Chief 
8 the Fourteenth Army Corps, the Western 
orps. 

Under the head of “ Development of Navi- 
gation on the Obi and Irtish Kivers,” the 
ofticial Gazette of Tobolsk states that there 
are fifty steamboats this year on these two 
rivers, showing a considerable increase of 
trade in Northern Siberia. 


EARTHQUAKES. 
M. DELAUNAY’S SHREWD PBEDICTIONS. 

Panis, Sept. 14.—It was stated some days 
ago that M. Delaunay, a Captain of infantry, 
had, ina memoir presented to the Academy 
of Sciences four years ago, predicted the 
terrible Java earthquake within two days of 
its occurrence, and he having so far turned 
out right his further prediction that there 
would be a worse catastrophe in 1886 natur- 
ally excited great attention. in a long dis- 
cussion on the subject in the academy, the 
learned M. Faye argued that M. Delaunay’s 
rediction was merely an extraordinary ¢o- 
neidence. Ile based it upon the position of 
Jupiter and the earth, 
tain that the stars had no influence upon 
these phenomena, and that the causes gov- 
erning them were to be sought, not from as- 

tronomers, but from geologists,

The New Ocean Steamer Named in 
Honor of the Garden City. 
Some Account of Her Many Good Quall- 
ties and Rich Furnishings. 


A Trip Across the Atlantic That Tested the 
Vessel's Sea-Going Qualities. 


S. S. Crry or CHICAGO, OFF NANTUCKET, 
Sept. 28.—[Special Correspondence.|—My 
old fellow-townsmen have been a proud 
people. Is it any wonder? The growth 
and prosperity of Chicago are phenomenal 
and proverbial. Most of the tall stories 
with rank flavor told in Europe somehow 
centred in or associated with Chicago. 
Grade-raising, house-moving, pig-sticking, 
big elevators, big fires, big stores, vast for- 
tunes, Western orators, enterprising news- 
papers, and ali things that mean venture, im- 
menseness, and success are, or are supposed 
to be, characteristics of the beautiful city by 
the lake. Here is the new child of the In- 
man Steamship Company christened with 


his world-tamed name of “Chicago.” Let 


Chicago be proud of this new addition to the 
long list ot facts that go to make her name 
known and honored. This ship iva beauty. 

When the City of Brussells went down off 
the port of Liverpool the Inman Company 
felt they must have a new ship as soon as 
possible, and they found this one on the 
stocks of Messrs. Charles Connell & Co., 
Glasgow. She was originally intended for 


the Dominion Line, and it now turns out 


that much of the surpassing comfort of the 
ship is due to this incident of her history. 
The new vessel is 430 feet between perpen- 
diculars, 45 feet beam, and 383 feet 6 inches 
depth of hold, with a gross tonnage of 5,600 


tons. She has been built to class 100 Al in 


Lloyd’s Register, with many improvements 
beyond the requirements of her class, and 
which are a distinct advance im the history 
of shipbuilding and ocean travel comtort. 
She is said to be exceptionally strong, be- 
ing built in light water-tight compartments. 
She has four decks and a promenade deck of 
more than 200 feet and of a width unknown 
to any ship of the same class. The boats are 
swung above this deck and are out of the 
way of the passengers, and are also out of 
danger of being swept away by high seas. A 
large spread of canvas is carried on four 
masts. The ship has accommodation for 225 
first-class, 96 second-class, and 1,200 steerage 
passengers. Let me note some ot the improve- 


ments which mark the appointments and 


arrangements of the ship. First of all, the 
dining-ealoon is placed much forward of the 


engines and boilers, and provides accommo- 
dations for 150 passengers at small tables. 
The old-fashioned and unsightly pendant 
racks tor bottles, glasses, etc., are done away 
with, giving to the saloon a seeming hight 
which no other ship of which 1 know has. 
The room is really two-storied, as the centre 
hasa gallery into the music-room above, 
which is made home-like with growing trop- 
ical plants. The furnishing of this great 
dining-hall is very rich—indeed, luxuriant. 
Maple, plane-tree, teak, and walnut are the 
woods used in pauelings and fittings. The 
music-room has a grand piano, and is Jar 
enough for dancing. There is besides this 
beautiful room a ladies’ boudoir, Which adds 
a new feature of comfort for lady voyagers. 
The engine and boiler casings are seven feet 
above the deck. and so all the dust and heat 
from the stoke-holes are carried away clear 
ofthe passengers, which fact condutes greatly 
to their coMfort. The vessel is fitted 
throughout with electric light, pneumatic 
bells, and telegraphs. The ventilation 
light have been a matter of much considera- 
tion, experiment, and eventual success. The 
state-rooms on the saloon deck are unusual- 
ly large, light, and airy, and are fitted with 
every luxury of one’s own bed-chamber, in- 
cluding steam heat, which may be turned on 
or off at pleasure. Then there are what are 
called the deck state-rooms, such as 1 
am led to understand no otper ship 
afloat has. These roonis are beautifully cool 
and are perfectly well, ventilated as they open 
out upon what is known as the main deck. 
And now comes the chief joy and glory of 
the ship. Captain, officers, crew, passen- 
gers, and pilot (who-has just boarded the 
ship) all bear testimony to the almost mi. 
raculous steadiness of the shiv. The Cap- 
tain, a reserved gentieman, and one who 
speaks with English cautiousness, says she 
is the steadiest ship be has ever been on. 
The pilot has just said to me, 1 have 
never been on a ship with 80 little 
vibration.“ The first day out from Liver- 
pool I. who am a miserable sailor, could 
with difficulty believe 1 was on shipboard, 
so solid and rm was the feeli of my feet 
on the decks. ‘The chief steward tells me he 
has never known 80 many people at the 
tabies in such rough weather. Everybody 


notices the fact the saloon 
has been filied at all the meals. 
and few persons have been 


sick. One night we were in a gale 
and the steamer shipped just two seas and 
her motion was, even in this gale, wholly en- 
durable, and at no time in this end-of-Sep- 
tember weather has there been any consider- 
able rolling or pitching. So I repeat that all 
ou board (among others one passenger who 
has crossed the sea forty-nine times) bear 
testimony corroboratne my own ob- 
servation that she 18 the stead- 
iest ship they have ever been 
on.

the surmises of the railroad officiais who under- 
took to interpret the ratber blind telegrams re- 
ceived Wednesday afternoon from Mr. Johnson, 
the Assistant Generai Freicht Agent of the “Big 
Four.”

A SURGICAL OPERATILUON. 
ANXIOUSLY 
AWAITED BY THE SURGICAL FRATEEr 
NITY. 
Dr. A. J. Baxter ana Dr. Boerne Bettman will 


perform today or tomorrow at the Michael

dangerous operations in surgery, 
is a young mau.

Since then, the sight of one of 
his eyes bas been atiy weakened, and the 
veins on bis forehead and scalp fave become us 
large us a man's finger, and by absorption of = 
bouy matter have sunk iarge grooves in b 
skull. 

The theory of his injuries is, that an arterio- 
venous communication has been formed in his 
head. Within the lower posterior cavity of the 
skuli is au artery called the internal carutid ar- 
tery, Which is a branch of ove of the large com,. 
mon carotid arteries which run up each side of 
the neck. This internal carotid artery, for a 
space of about au inch, runs ciose alongside a 
large vein called the caveruus siuus, by which 
the blood taken into the head by the artery re- 
turns to the beart. The artery and vein for 
this inch are 80 ciosely united as to be almost 
like separate compartments of a single biood 
vessel. It is supposed chat the skuli of this un- 
fortunate young man was fractured by the blow 
of bis assailant, and that a spicul of bone was 
driven through the artery and veio at this point. 
The result of this is that the biood convéyed to 
the bead by this artery cannot retura by the 
veins, and an aneuriso, or swelling of the veins, 
nus resulted. The tendency of the trouble is to 
grow worse, and unless it is relieved apoplexy 
and sudden death are sure totollow. The name 
of the disorder is pulsating ophthalmus. 

The only cure possible for this hurt is a liga- 
tion of the common carotid artery, the internal 
carotid artery being too far up and too far in to 
be successfully operated on. For this purpose 
the patient will be put under the influence ofan 
anwsthetic compound of chloroform. ether, and 
aicobol and an incision six or eigbt inches in 
length will be made in the side of the neck. 
The common carotid artery will then be caugut 
up and ligated with a ligature of carbolized 
catgut at a point just below 
omohyoid muscle and midway between the 
angie of the jaw and the collar-bone, 
To do this great care and skill are requisit. Au 
patients cannot stand this ligation, and they 
must be tested beforehand by compression, or 
it may prove fatal at once. After the incision 
is made it is a matter of some diflicuity to avoid 
injuring the vital adjacent parts. The common 
carotid artery is closely bound to the jugular 
vein, the pneumogastric nerve, and numberiess 
branch veins and arteries, which must not be 
injurea, and it must be separated from them by 
tearing with the handle of the knife. 

Dr. Herbert Erlanger. of Germany, has tabu- 
lated all the cases of puisating ophthalmus known 
to the profession for 200 years, and they number 
only 106, only tea of which have been in the 
United States. The celebrated Philadelphia 
surgeon, Dr. Agnew, has also tabulated all the 
ligacions of this artery ever performed, and they 
number 105, 60 per cent of which proved fgtal. 
Tue danger is from secondary hemorrhage 
and from  blood-poisoning. If it is suc- 
cessful, relief comes at once, the 
parts are thereafter supplied with blood from 
the vertebral arteries, which in such cases, as 
proved by autopsies, become greatly enlarged. 
The last time this operation was performed in 
this country it was pertormed on a woman in 
the New York Ophthalmic and Aural Institute 


im 1881 by Prof. Henry B. Sands, and was entire- 


ly successful. It was also performed in 1879, but 
with these exceptions is almost unknown here. 
The case uuder treatment by Drs. -Baxter and 
Bettman is one of the worst cases ever known. 


A NEW BOULEVARD. 
ASSESSING PROPERTY ON THE WEST SIDE TO 
DEFRAY ITs Cost, 

The Assessors appointed by the West Park 
Board met yesterday morning and commenced 
the distribution of “benefits’’ to grow out of 
the construction of the southwestern boule- 
vard, between Douglas Park and the Lilinois 
& Michigan Canal, where it will connect with 
the South Park system. ‘the jury in the 
condemnation case tixed the value of the land 
taken—two and a half miles long and 20 feet 
wide—at $325,000, and this amount has to be 
raised by taxing the property on the West Side; 
and spreading it over the lots is the work the 
Assessors referred to are engaged in. The reai- 
ty nearest the proposed boulevard, of course, 
will have to pay the most, but every lot on the 
West Side will be assessed, many of them, how 
ever, tor only a nominal ambunt. And, to make 
the tax as little burdensome as possible, fis pay- 
able in three annual installments. What the 
improvement itseif will cost no one knows, 
and tigures will probably not be gotten 
by the board until after the land 
is paid for, and maybe not then unless the West 
Side people ivsist on the construcdon. The ob- 
ject in acquiring the land was tu save money, as 
the prairie in a few years will be covered with 
houses, and the realty in that section may be 
worth two or three times as much as at present.

The annual meeting of the 
company will be beid the isn of this 
month, and the usual report of its condition will 
be handed to the stockboiders. Small sales by 
Chicago boulders have been in progress for some 
days back, but there was little doing in the 
stock bere yesterpay. There is a considerable 
investment interest at the East, where those who 
call themselves insiders have in the past bought 
at and below 124. The stock closed at 125 inNew 
York yesterday after selling down from 127 to 
124, but brokers in this city predict lower neures 
yet. Mr. Pullman bas gone East. 

Dispatebes from New York to bankers 
and brokers in this city yesterday were a 
trifle panicky, thougb it is difficult to see 
where the material for a panic is. The

There are plenty 
more of the better securities in which there is 
room for a deciine, and it is thought that wen 
the bears have tired of their present specialties 
they will pitch into them. The market closed 
stronger yesterday, bowever. 

Oregon Navigation yesterday declared its 
quarterly dividend of 2% per cent, payable Nov. 
1. The earnings ot the Missouri Pacific system 
for the fourth week iu September increased 
$75,000, Canadian Pacitic 6.000, Rochester &

the Bank of Germany 7.214.000. aguinst 2£6,414,- 
"iW, making a total of £70,608,305, against £68, 134,- 
OT wi this time lust year. So these banks could 
rive us quite a handsome amount of specie with- 
out seriously impairing their reserves. The 
Bank of Engiand has raised its percentage of 
reserve to liabilities from 33% to over 47 per 
cent since last May. The most important actor 
in the situation ie of course the balance be- 
tween imports and exports of mercbandise, 
which it is unusually difficult to estimate io the 
present condition of the grain trade. Aside 
from that we huve in favor of the probability 


of specie imports the large reduction in the 


amount of American securities held abroad and 
likely to be sent home and the withdrawal since 
last fall of Italy as a buyer of gold. On the 
whole, the prospect of gold imports is better 
than it was last year at this time, but we can of 
course expect no such influx as we had io the 
three yeurs immediately following specie re- 
sumption, when the conditions were such as are 
not likely to be paralied in a generation.

low the latest regular prices of Wednesday, at 

7e asked for November and 99 bid for Decem- 
ber. The receipts at this point were not large, 
but the visibie supply was said to have increased 
another 800,000 bu during last week, and the first 
three days of this week foot up only 30,700 bu of 
exports from New York, while the receipts there 
were fully 700,000 bu for the same time. LBeer- 
bohm reported an advance of 3d per quarter on 
red winter to arrive; but the statement did not 
agree with the private advices that seliers in 
Eugland could not obtain bids from anybody. 
The teeling bere was simply heavy, the conti- 
dence of bolders being badly weakened, while it 
was bard to find buyers. It wasargued that 
there is no sense in paying a big premium for 
delivery into the winter months while stocks 
„re large enough to make a demand then very 
doubtful. The demand for casb lots was limited 
to the local object of delivering the higher 
grades on contract and cleaning the lower 
ones. No.2 red was steady at $1.0244, No. 3 red 


at 959% %c, No. 2 spring was active at 


\95%c, and No. 3 do quiet at 0. On the aiter- 
nooo call the market was steady, though one or 
two parties were anxious sellers, and there was 
no material change later. 

Corn was rather more active and rather weak. 
It sold up le early, but closed on Chauge 
%% below the latest prices of Wednesday, at 
471% bid for November and 48Xc bid for May. 
Liverpool was called id per cental lower, our 
receipts were again large, and the posted fig- 
vres made the visible supply to have decreased 
1,600,000 bu last week, which nobody believed. 
The market weakened under local offerings, 
with perbaps some selling orders from ‘ne sea- 
board, which more than counteracted the early 
strength due to country buying. The demand 
was chiefly on account of parties in the West, 
who sent in word that tne crop has not matured 
within their ken; ande some people bere 
had courage to believe that tne extent 
of corn failure is not yet understood. But they 
were in the minority. The shipping demand 
was tame, but this was said to be partly owing 
to the scarcity of vessel-room. Car-lots of No. 
2 sold en efly at 47%c, and of rejected mostly at 
44%c. On the afternoon call the market was 
about he lower, and afterwards in the alley was 
quoted dull and steady. 

Oats were dull and tirm till near the close of

vember, the year. and May, seiling at 28c, 27 0, 
and 3lke respectively. Cash oats sold freely at 
Nc. The sample market was firm, chiefly at 
204c for No. 2 white, 28@29¢ for rejected do, 28c 
for No. 2 mixed, and Nurse tor rejected do 
free on board cars. On the afternoon call May 
was firmer at e, and other deliveries un- 
changed. 

Rye was less active and weaker. Cash sold at 
55½ %, 49 cars and 5,000 bu gilt-edge going at that 
price. The trading in futures was slow. with 
October at 5540, November at 5ic being easier, 
and December Me bower, at 58%c. There was 
some trading in January at doc. 

Barley. owing to very large receipts and an 
accu: ulation of stocks, ruled dull and weaker. 
Anything under No. 28o0ld away off in order to 
tind a market. Sales of No. 2 were made at 60% 
Gale. No. 3 was quoted nominal at HG, with 
few buyers. In the futures November sold at 
614,@61\%c, and closed easier at6lisc. 

In the crowd of barley dealers two Milwaukee 
merchants were the centre of attraction yes- 
terday. They had come here to buy barley, be 
cause, they say, the shipments seem to concen- 
trate bere, while there are no receipts in Mil- 
waukee. That is a pleasant bit of information 
for the Chicago dealers. 

There was an unabated demand for staple and 

fancy dry goods and the tone of the market re- 
mained firm. Millinery, ciothing, boots and 
shoes, hats and caps, etc., are meeting with a 
good seasonable demand and average steady. 
The grocery market bad no speciaily new feat- 
ures. Sugars were very firm, and coffees, 
rice, spices, and most other lines were 
heid at full figures. In the dried 
and canned fruit markets there were 
no changes calling for special mention. 
In 
the cheese market there was a decreased de- 
mand for skimmed goods, and flats declined 
fully e. Prices for flat skims being bigher 
here than in New York, the latter city is getting 
the Southern orders just now. Butter remained 
firm. Olis were steady. Coal and pig-iron were 
firm. 

Seeds were active and firm. Flax was much 
inquired for,.avith little offering, at $1.35, and 
seller the year at $1.31@1.31%. Timothy was 
scarce and firmer at $1.28@1.30 for prime seed. 
Clover ruied steady at $4.90@5.00. 

Peaches, owing to liberal receipts, fell of 
about 5c per 1-5-bu basket. California fruit was 
in request at firmer prices, with excellent stocks 
coming in. Among the receipts yesterday were 
about 50 boxes (40 lbs) of white tokays, some- 
thing new, a grape that looks like a muscat and 
bas the taste of the tokay. They were some: 
thing new to the fruit men. Potatoes were 
firmer and in better demand. Hides were 


steady, as was wool, at quotations. The cargo 


lumber market was comparatively dull, with a 
good yard trade reported by dealers. May was 
in demand and firm. 

An operator yesterday firured up $8,000 as the 
paying price for 10,000 bu ot No. 2 spring of last 
winter’s receipts, after deducting the cost of 
storage up to the first of this month. The cost 
of carrying it through October is $226, being 
at the rate of 37% per cent per annum for the 
use of the money. The question of how much 
more it will cost to carry it through the winter 
is now a leading one, as it seems there is 
iittie hope of a foreign demand on this side of 
spring. The best cable bid our reporter beard 
of yesterday for our straight No. 2 was 37s 6d, 
which leaves a decided margin of joss to ex- 
porters. About the only sign of life now is that 
couched in numerous inquiries by millers in 
Ca nada and by some on our seaboard. The Ca- 
nadian crop is so farafailure that it will be 
necessary to grind large quantities of United 
States wheat or reduce production. 

It is suggested that our warebousemen may 
yet have to call margins on the 3 in store 
bere.

Have not the railroad companies to 
which the original rigbt of way was graoted 
lost their existence and identity, 
sbouid not the franchise or rigut to use Rock- 
well street lapse and revert to the public from 
which it issued upon certain coadi'ions—nawmely: 
that in considerauon of the ordinance or grant 
the company sbeuid construct at its own ex- 
pease one viaduct per year over its tracks r Ad- 
mitting that the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes 
and the Pittsburg, Chicago & St. L. 
bave not lost their identity and passed out of 
existence as railroad corporations, 6 ill they 
have forfeited their franchises wiibin the city 
by repeated violations of the essential condi- 
tions imposed in the ordinances grauted them. 
These are questions which deserve tne consider- 
ation of West Side lawyers and property owna- 
ers, and if tnere be any way whereby legal 
legerdemain or the opea use of money can se- 
cure the obliteration of the Rockwell street 
nuisance the future weifare of the West Side 
demands that it be tried. And there are other 
reusoas. whicb need not be here named, why the 
preseut isa favorable time to agitate this ques- 
tion.
